| the United States: Both are vice presi- 
dents of the American Federation of La- 
bor,.and each is the leader.of a national 
union of skilled workmen whose mem- 
‘bers are to be found in every business’cen- 
ter. One is James O'Connell, the presi- 
dent of the International Association’ of 
Machinists, and the other James Dun- 
can, the secretary of the’ National. Un- 
ion of Granife Cutters. Each of these 
men bad reached the top of the trade he 
represents before he. was elected as its 
leader. Bach knows how to work with his 
har.ds, and has dons so for years at the 
highest, wages. Both are conservative, 
diplomatic and practical. They under- 
stand their business and can hold their 
own in their meetings with the great cap- 
italists and representatives of trusts with 
whom they daily come in contact to set- 
tle strikes or lockouts, or to make trade 
agreements which shall govern hours and 
wages for one year or five, as the case 
may be.

In the machinists’ work the 
mistake of one ten-thousandth of an 
inch’ may destroy a machine and much 
of our work has to be correct even to 
the hundred-thousandth of an inch.”

talked. I first asked as to just what the 
International Association of Machinists 
was, Mr. O’Connell replited: 

“The International Association of Ma- 
chinists has more than 70,000 members, 
and it embraces about half of all the 
men in the trade. It has local unions scat- 
tered all over this country, Canada and 
Mexico, the largest befng in the chief 
manufacturing centers. In Chicago there 
are about eighteen different unidtis, each 
of which sends Its delegateg to a district 
union which acts for that city. We have 
a large number of loca] unions in New 
York, Bosten and Pittsburg and more or 
less in every manufacturing city of the 
south and west.” 

“What do you mean by machinists?’ 
“The word machinists as applied to 
our trede,’’ said President O'Connell, 
“represents the highest intelligence and 
the greatest skill among the men who 
deal with machinery. In our sense, the 
machinist ig the man who makes, erects 
and repairs all descriptions of machines 
and machine tools. It is not the man who 
runs the machine to produce another 
product after they are made. Our men 
design and take machines with the aid 
of drawings. They operate machines to 
make machines azyid machine tools, and 
they have to be able to do all kinds of 
work and repairs on any kind of machine 
from patterns, ung that within a rea. 
sonable time. 

‘Their work includes the making of the 
finest and most delicate machinery, such 
as the tools with which watch move- 
ments are made, and it includes the mak- 
ing of the heaviest and coarsest of ma- 
chinery, even to the grefith lathes which 
bore out the guns for our men of war, 
The machines for making bicycles, auto- 
mobiles, typewriters, sewing machines, 
and, in fact, every kind of machine and 
machine tool, is the work of the machin- 
ist. Such work requires great intelli- 
gence and skill. The man must be an 
inventor as well as a mechanic. He has 
new problems coming up with every job, 
and he has to use his judgment in almost 
every bit *of repairs which comes before 
him.”’ 

“How many such maculinists are there 
in the country?’’ I asked. 

‘There are, all told, about 150,000 in 
the United States.” 

They Control the Trade. 
‘Then I suppose if the union has sev- 
enty thousand members it practically con- 
trols the trade?’ 

‘Yes, it does,’’ replied Mr. O’Connell. 
“Any organized body is as strong as te. 
times the éame number unorganized. If 
there are'ten union men in @ shop where 
a hundred men are employed they will do 
more as to regulating the hours of work 
and other matters than the ninety non- 
union individuals. We find this the case 
all over the country.”’ 

“What has your association done for 
your trade?’ I asked. 
‘Tt has benefited it In many ways,’’ re- 
plied President O’Connell. ‘“‘We have re- 
duced our hours from ten to nine. Before 
1900 the machinists of the United States 
worked ten hours or more, At the begin- 
ning of that year we notified the employ- 
ers that we should demand a nine-and-on- 
half-hour day at the end of six months, 
4 a nine-hour day beginning with Janu- 
ary, 1901. We carried our point. We have 
gotten the nine-hour day not only for our 
trade, which, including those not belong- 
ing to the union, numbers 150,000 men, 
but also for allied trades, which number 
150,000 more,” ;

Their work is in every cemetery and their 
buildings everywhere. Nearly all the 
eovernment, state and municipal bui!ld- 
ings are granite. The $14,000,000 Penn- 
sylvania depot which is about tO be built 
here will be of granite, and the greater 
part of the $30,000,000 worth of public 
buildings, which they have Aecided to 
put up in Washington in the near future 
wil) be granite structures. We have 
many great granite quarries, and the 
business of taking out and preparing 
the stone is a@ special trade.” 

The Granite Cutters. 

“But, Mr. Duncan,” said I, “do not the 
members of yeur trade cut other stones 
than granite?”

His Answer to Challenge of Judson M. Strickland. 
Douglass Glassner Replies to Card of Sec-

Judson. M. Strickland, of Griffin, who is 
opposing him in the race for reelection, 
for reasons which he sets forth clearly in 
his letter of yestefday replying to Mr. 
Strickland’s challenge. 

Mr. Strickland’s letter challenging 
Judge Turner to a joint debate was pub- 
lished in yesterday's Constitution. Judge 
Turner’s reply declining the challenge, 
which wag mailed to Mr. Strickland yes- 


terday, is as fo.lows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., April 2, 1904.—Hon, Jud- 
son M. Strickland, Griffin, Ga.—Dear Sir: 
I am in receipt of your letter of yester- 
day, in which you state ‘as the early date 
of the primary will prevent either of us 
from making a thorough canvass of the 
state, and in order that the democratic 
voters may have what thus becomes the 
best opportunity to hear the workings of 
your important part of the government 
discussed, I hereby challenge you to 
either one or @& series of joint debates 
to be held at such time or times as may 
not interfere with the duties of your 
office,’ etc.; ‘it is not my desire to make 
such debate an opportunity for person- 
alities or mud slinging, but to discuss 
before the voters, in a fair and courteous 
manner, the conduct of your office, in 
the past and present, thereby giving them 
an opportunity to choose more intelli- 

ntiy between us.’ 
eiiatetng thereto, I beg to state that I 
believe the demoeratic voters and, in 
fact, the people of Georgia, are thorough-

ANOTHER DEBATE 


UPON PROBATION 


Council Will Discuss Children's 
Court Apain Tomorrow, 


Interesting, Debate Will Take Place, 
Especially with Reference to 
Some Fine Legal Points That 
Have Been Raised by 
City Attorney. 


The general council of Adanta will hold 
its first Apri: session tomorrow afternoon. 

The principal discussion of the day will 
be upon the ordinance which createg a 
children’s court in Atlanta and- which 
gives the recorder of the municipality the 
right to send children back to their homes 
for correction instead of fining them or 
sending them to the stockade. 

This measuré has several earnest oppo- 
nents, who are of the opinion that it will 
work a hardship upon the boys of the city 
ty increasing the number of arrests. They 
will oppose the measure during the ses- 
sion of tomorrow afternoon and will lead 
in the discussion against it. 

The probation ordinance is that one 
which was first introduced last year by 
Former Councilman Key and which was 
referred to the ordinance committee of 
the present council for action. Of this 
committee Councilman J. A. Hynds is 
chairman. The measure was considered 
and arguments were heard upon it, after 
which the committee pigeon-holed it for 
several weeks in order to perfect it. 

One month ago it was presented for 
adoption. Council decided to lay it upon 
the table for one week in order to allow 
all members of the body to become fa- 
miliar with its contents. During the last 
Session of council the measure was taken 
from the table and was adopted by a 
vote of 10 to 9, Mayor Pro Tem. Longino 
casting the deciding vote in its favor. 

Councilmen Amorovs and Carter gave 
notice of a motion to reconsider and it 
was admitted. City Attorney Mayson was 
not asked for an opinion. it is now ascer- 
tained that he will hold that it was ille- 
gal to hold up the measure with notice of 
a motion to reconsider because neither 
grants a franchise nor involves’ the ex- 
penditure of money, and only such meas- 
ures can be held‘up with notice of a mo- 
tion to reconsider. 

The discussion will come upon this point 
and it will rrobably be a rather heated de- 
bate as the advocates of the measure and 
its opponents are very much in carnest 
and determined to win. 

Mayor Hovell has already declared that 
he will approve the measure when it 
reaches him and that statement will tend 
to make the fight during the meeting of 
tomorrow afternoon even more interesting. 

Council will also consider other mat- 
ters, but it is the probation ordinance that 
is of the most interest. 

Nearly all of the committees will have 
repor3s ready upon the various measures 
that were referred to them during the last 
session of council. Few of these measures 
are of interest, however, and it is there- 
fore probable that a short session wil] 
take place, unless the debate upon the 
protation ordinance is drawn out.

No cause whatever can be found as to 
why the officer should take his life and 
the only theory is that he was either 
mentally deranged by worry over ghe 
machinery of the Maine, or else the act 
was not intentional. 

The body was today shipped to Phila- 
delphia for interment. This was done 
upon request of Mrs. Warburton, wife 
of the deceased. From the docks, where 
the funeral party landed, to the train 
the body was escorted by marineg and 
blue jackets, together with. officers of 
the Maine. The engineering force acted 
as pallbearers. Personal friends among 
the officers of the fleet were honorary 
pallbearers. 

Little credence is given hefe in the re- 
port that Onpleasantness exists between 
the engineering forces and’ the other cOm- 
missioned officers of the ship. Com- 
mander Warburton was on most pleasant 
terms with all officers of the Maine and 
was one of the most popular officers on 
the vessel. 

A court of inquiry has Seen convened 
from among the officers of the fleet tu 
make a thorough examination into thu 
cause of the death. 

No letters or messagesS were left by the 
deceased nor did he intimate to any of 
his personal friends that’ he intended 
commif@ing fhe act.

Superior, Wis., April 2.—A letter from 
Arthur Bryden, of this city, now a mem- 
ber of the crew of the United States 
steamship Vicksburg, stationed at Che- 
mulpo, Korea, under date of February 
Il, says: 

‘The first shot of the war was fired on 
the 7th by the Japanese at 11:35, five 
minutes before the time was up for the 
Russian boats to leave this harbor.

All Drunk and Frostbitten. 


Some of the letters tell of “whole com- 
panies gloriously drunk’’ and consequently 
incapacitated for field duty on account of 
frozen Iimbs. It seems almost incredi- 
ble, but the soldiers write that hundreds 
of their comrades, unable to walk, were 
left to freeze to death on the icy road- 
side. That explains the report that of 
twenty thousand men only six thousand 
arrived fit to work. An old colonel of an 
infantry regiment writes to his daughter: 

“The snow storm I experienced on the 
lake 1eminded me of the terrors of our 
march through the steppe during the war 
of the Crimea. At that time we lost a 
whole company of our regiment in the 
snow, God knows whether their bleached 
bones were ever found. We lost numerous 
good men on the snow fields of this infer- 
nal lake, too.” 

The army route over Lake Baikal marks 
a curve from Baikal station along the 
western shore to Tanchoi. This detour 
was necessary to avoid cutting into the 
sphera of the ice breakers, which have 
been idle since the beginning of January. 
There is little hope that the ice breakers 
will renew their activity before May. 


Road Circling the Lake. 


The letter of an officer of engineers re- 
ports that the railway intended to make 
crossing of the lake unnecessary, cannot 
be finished before a twelve-month or lon- 
ger. He says it is.one of the most dif- 
ficult mountain roads ever taken in hand.

Letter from Overstreet. 

“The following letter :was received in 
response to my request: 

“ ‘Washington, January 23.—Hon. Hen- 
ry C. Payne, Postmaster General, Wash- 
ington, D. C.—Sir: During the hearing 
before this committee recently, the state- 
ment was made by: Mr. Waters that about 
900 postoffice allowances for separating 
service had been taken away because the 
offices were not entitled to them. From a 
conversation had with Mr. Waters over 
the telephone, it. was understood that a 
stateément had been made to the fourth 
assistant postmaster general in regard to 
these disallowances, and that a copy of 
this statement should probably be found 
without much difficulty. 

“I would be glad to have you furnish, 
for use of the committee, a copy of the 
statement referred to at the earliest op- 
portunity. The committee desires to know 
what offices have been affected by these 
disullowances, what the allowance was 
before any reduction or discontinliance 
was made, and what it is now; and also 
the compensation allowed postmasters at 
each of the offices in question. Lt may be 
that all of this information Is not easily 
obtainable, without considerable delay, 
and if so, please advise me immediately.

“It seams proper to me at this time to 
Say that the failure to print In the re- 
port the real letter of the 23d and the 
printing of the letter of 22d, under date 
of the 23d, is largely responsible fr 
the confusion that has arisen and has 
placed the department {In the ‘position 
‘of not Sending information requested by 
the committee. The Impression is still 
further accentuated by the change in 
the printed report of-a date in the body 
of the letter from the committee to the 
postmaster general of January 24, from 
January 22 to January 23, the original 
of which is submitted to the committee 
for inspection. 

“Upon tne receipt of the real letter of 
January 23 1 asked First Assistant Post- 
master @eneral Wyage about the Iist 
referred to In the letter and he procured 
the list which I then saw for the first 
time. It was noted that there appeared 
on the hist opposite the names of the re- 
Spective offices the names of senators, 
representatives and other prominent men. 
After conference with General Wynne I 
directed that a copy of the list be made, 
but to omit all names of congressmen and 
others from it. Such Hst, with the 
names eliminated, was promptly made 
and in the meantime and on the same 
day T sent the following telegram to Mr. 
Overstreet:

Overstreet, Chairman-—Sir: Replying to 
your communication of the 23d Instant I 
beg to inclose herewith statement show- 
ing the reduction in allowances for clerk 
hire in postoffices of the third and fourth 
classes since April I, 1903.

“This letter does not appear in the 
printed report, nor is there any mention 
in the report of the receipt of such Hist, 
though it has since developed that the 
list was duly received by the committee. 

“Soon After sending thé list to the com- 
mittee with the names omitted therefrom, 
I received word from the committee that 
the list was unsatisfactory as sent. This 
information I conveyed to the first assia- 
tant postmaster general ‘and directed him 
to prepare the Hst accordingly. 

“As I did not esteem it to be fust or 
right to submit a list of these offices ase 
shown in that schedule with nothing but 
the names of members of congress and 
others appointed, with further legislation, 
T had an tnterview with Mr. Overstreet 
at which it was agreed that the circum- 
stances surrounding each case ag it ap- 
péAred on the files of the department 
should be briefly set forth in the commn- 
nication. In view of the fact that the 
committee was in very great haste‘for the 
information, and in order to expedite 
matters, I made an apointment with the 
chairman of the committee to lay before 
him on Sunday, January 21, a copy of so 
much of the information as was ready 
cn that date, the chairman calling at my 
residence on the day mentioned. About 
40 per cent of the matter desired had 
then been prepared and we went over it 
carefully.

Who Malaes His Formal Announce- 
ment for the Mayoralty. 
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This is the first of the announce- 
ments for the place of mayor. The 
others will probably be made during the 
course of the next few weeks. 

Dr. Longino is now serving in the gen- 
eral counci] as the alderman from the 
seventh ward. He is also the mayor 
pro tem. of Atlanta, having been elected 
to that position by his associates in coun- 


cil during the first session of the pres- 


ent year. His term of office as alder- 
rnan will expire with the end of 1904, 
and if he is elected he will, therefore, 
step from the place of mayor pro tem, 
into that of mayor.

Sev- 
era] of my friends have told me that it 
was time to put them on notice about 
my intentions. In view of the agita- 
tion of the question during the past few 
days, L agree with them. 

‘IT have served the city as councilman 
and alderman. My record its there to 
speak for itself, and it is known to 
nearly every one in the city.

BY ROOSEVELT? 


Collision Between Battle Ships 
Missouri and Illinois Results 
in Sensation.

Washington, April 2.—(Special.)—There 
is a possibility that the incidents of the 
collision between the battle ships Mis- 
souril and Illinois, which nearly result- 
ed in the loSs to the United States navy 
of one or both of these highly valuable 
ships, may be reopened. 

It is the talk in navy circles that pre- 
vious to the finding of the court of in- 
quiry, two dispatches were sent to a mem- 
ber of that body by some one “high in 
authority’ in Washington, which were 
intended to influence the finding of that 
court. Who that somébddy “high in au- 
thority’’ was has not been disclosed. 

It has also been discovered that the 
finding of the court, which in a half- 
hearted way recommended that no fur- 
ther proceedings be taken, was not the 
unanimous decision of the court, but was 
simply concurred In by a majority of 
the members, 

Brother in Law. 

Particular interest attaches to the 
case because of the apparently strenu- 
ous efforts on the part of somebody to 
find excuses for the accident so that 
the responsibility for it might be laid 
at nobody's doot, The commander of the 
Missouri, which was unquestionably re- 
eponsible for the accident, is Captain 
Cowles, brother in law of President 
Roosevelt. It also develops, as an inci- 
dent to these disclosures, that one mem- 
ber of the court of inquiry is a very in- 
timate friend of the presilent. Whether 
it was this particular member who re- 
ceived the two dispatches referred to is 
not disclosed, 

The Army and Navy Journal, the old 
conservative serwice paper of the coun- 
try, devotes considerable space in its is- 
sue of today to this case. In referring 
to the record, this journal says: 

“It contains the finding of the court 
of inquiry, the endorsement upon it by 
Rear Admiral Barker and Judge Advo- 
cate General Lemly, the conclusions of 
the secretary of the navy and a letter 
from the secretary of Admira] Dewey and 
Admiral Dewey’s reply. The record does 
not include, however, the two dispatches 
Dy ‘high authority’ at Washington to a 
member of the court previous to the 
finding."’ 

Rigid Inquiry. 

While it ts denied at the. navy de- 
partment that anybody there had knowl- 
edge of such dispatches, it is believed 
the journal would not have made such 
reference unless it was fully certain of 
its facts. The department authorities say 
a rigid inveStigation will be made, and 
that if it is found that any officer at- 
tempted to influence the finding of the 
court of inquiry a court martial will 
surely follow. An attempt has been made 
to hush the matter, but it was all the 
talk about the navy department today, 
and everybody is wondering whether, if 
such dispatches were sent, they were 
sent by somebody in the department or 
somebody “higher up.’” The Army and 
Navy Journal, in its review of the pro- 
ceeding, makes it clear that somebody 
should be held responsible for the acci- 
dent, and that there should be no white- 
washing of anybody. That is the feeling 
among officers of the navy.”

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| LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Planting for 12,000,000 Bales. 

Editor Constitution—I disagree with the 
argument that it is advisable for southern 
farmers to plant this year for a 12,000,000 
bale cotton crop. As I see it; the advice 
is dangerous and the reasoning full of er- 
rors. I beg your permission to explain 
why I believe so. 

First, last and always, except for tem- 
porary flurries, the price of cotton Is fixed 
by the relation of supply and demand. 
Bull campaigns and bear movements can 
never be successful to a serious extent 
except when they are directed with strict 
regard to the size of the crop and the 
amount of the staple which the wrold re- 
quires. Within certain limits the south 
has a monopoly of cotton production; just 
as the Standard Oil Company has of kero- 
sene, exrept that the monopoly In cotton 
is a natural one, and that in oil is artl- 
ficial What it costs to produce a gale 
lon of oil neeq@ not affect the price of 
that gallon in the market at/all, so long 
as the Standard Oil Company controls the 
output. The cost of producing a pou 
of cotton need not affect the price in th® 
least, so long as any reasonable contra 
is kept over the output, The means by 
Which the Rockefeller company has 
srown fabulously rich has been that of 
Keeping the supply within the limits 
where it would not depress the price, and 
at the same time improving the methods 
of production so as to lessen the cost 
to the company. Now, the Standard ON] 
Company has resorted to ignoble methods 
to establish and keep its monopoly: for 
that monopoly was by nature an artificial 
and unnatural one. But in cotton, the 
American Cotton Belt has qa natural mon- 
Opoly, and to take advantage of it no 
trickery or foul work of any sort is need- 
ed; but only plain, common sense, fore- 
Sight and self-control. The only thing 
needed \is for the southern people to re- 
éist the temptation to plant too much cot- 
ton. If they refrain from spolling thetr 
market, the outside world may be trusted 
to bid prices up and wealth will stgadily 
pour into the south. 
3ut if the south produces too much 
cotton, the whole outside world will be 
quick *o shove down the price of the sta- 
ple again to the level which brings bank- 
ruptey, if not starvation, in the south. It 
is only by exercising self-restraint that 
the cotton producers can guarantee their 
oWn prosperity and that of the south as 
a whole. 
You say plant for _ 12,000,000 bales; 
What is the use of it? The world may be 
able to consume that quantity of Amerti- 
can cotton, but it will surely not pay 
more than 5 or 7 cents for it; whereas 
It will pay !2 or 15 cents for a 10,000,000 
bale crop; and the cotton belt will make 
the difference in clear prefit, earning 
twice as great an income from a emaller 
amount of labor. 
Is there any possible valid reason why 
the cotton planters should deliberately 
Spoil their market and sell their preduct 
for no more than it costs to make it? 
Is the south under obligations for bene- 
factions in the past? Do Asia and Europe 
sell us tea and spices and silks and wool- 
ens and linen cheaper than they must? 
Does the north give us low plices on ma- 
chinery and all the sundry supplies, out 
of pure goodness of heart? Has the Amer- 
ican gevernment befriended the south tn 
the matter of the tariff and the pensions 
and such things? Has the cotton belt 
waxed plutocratio by extorting unfair 
prices for its staple, wringing honest, 
hard-earned dollars from the poor suffer- 
ing outside world? The people of thse 
south do not realize how immensely 
wrong affirmative answers to these ques- 
tions would be, In comparison with Eng- 
land, France or Holland, Massachusetts, 
New York or Wisconsin, the cotton belt 
is wretchedly poverty-stricken, and main- 
ivy because the farmers have too often 
yielded to the temptation to plant as 
many acres as possible in cetton. 
In the modern gsrorld of competitinn 
every country and every section must 
husband its resources and make the best 
of its advantages, or else suffer the con- 
sequences of poverty and degradation. 
Ten or twelve years ago there was a 
movement by the Farnters’ Alliance to re- 
duce the cotton output; but at that time 
all the farmers Were in debt and unable 
to carry out their resolutions to reduce 
the acreage. But pow, with their debts 
mostly paid off, they should be their own 
masters, and should handle their affairs 
a@s a body purely for their own interests. 
There is no excuse for spoiling the mar- 
ket with a record-breaking crop. 
You have said plant for |2,000,000 bales 
but don’t cut off the labor and acreage 
devoted to food crops, How can that be 
accomplished? Can a man who worked 
full time last year cultivating twenty 
acres of cotton and ten of grain, cultivate 
thirty acres of cutton and the same 
amount of grain this year? If so, then 
times are changed since I left the field. 
Suppose the farmers plant for 12,000,- 
O00 bales; how can any one guess how 
great the yield will be? The cotton yield 
is notoriously uncertain. The crop might 
prove to be 12,000,000 bales and sell at 7 
cents; it might be 10,000,000 and sell at 
15 cents; or, alas, it might be 14,000,000 
baies ang sell at a price so low that the 
South would be bankrupt again. 
The south has a limited natural monop- 
oly in cotton, The smaller the crop, 
Within certain HMmits, the larger the in- 
come from it; the larger the crop the 
Smaller the income. By reason of its great 
Staple, the cotton belt has an advantage 
Over any other agricultural region in the 
world. lf it only does not keep flinging its 
advantage away. Need one ask how it 
may secure substantial and lasting pros- 
perity? Why, simply by raising more 
corn, wheat, oats, peas, hay, cattle, hogs, 
poultry, peaches, melons and al] the 
fancy crops; by building more factories 
to draw more farmers out of the cotton 
fields; and above all, by planting not an 
acre more in cotton, for several years to 
come, than was planted in our good year 
Of grace, nineteen hundred and three.

But a few days 
azo The Constitution reviewed a pam- 
phlet issued by the agricultural de- 
partment in which the causes con- 
tributing to a greatly increased de- 
mand for raw cotton were set forth 
in detail, and, taking this increased 
normal demand in conjunction with 
the unsupplied demand of the past 
cotton season, it is good logic to ree 
son that a 12,000,000 bale crop will 
bring highly remunerative prices to 
the farmer next winter. The price 
per pound may be less than last year. 
to be sure, but the actual profit to 
the individual producer should be 
greater from more bales. 

The last paragraph of Mr. Phillips’ 
letter invokes our heartiest commen- 
dation. The south cannot have too 
much crop diversity, too much inten- 
sive agriculture, too many factories. 
But how are we to get the factories 
and keep them running full time with 
-a cotton production inadequate to the 
manufacturing demands, and how are 
our cereal, fruit, vegetable and poul- 
try farmers to find a profitable home 
market for their products if we do 
not have numerous cotton mills and 
keep them running the year ‘round? 
To conclude, The Constitution be- 
lieves that all this discussion as to 
the effect of a 12,000,000 bale cron 
is purely academic, for the reason 
that the labor cannot be hired to pro- wa 
duce a crop of that magnitude this 
year, to. say nothing of the various 
other influences that militate against 
excessive production. Undoubtedly 
the increase in acreage this spring 
will be large—perhaps as high as 
331-8 per cent. Still, regarding 12,-

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The 12,000,000 Bale Controversy. 
Some two months ago The Constl- 
tution, believing that the cotton situa- 
tion justified the advice, advised 
southern farmers to cast out all fear 
and plant this spring for a 12,000,000 
e crop. In the same article we 
S aneatts deprecated the planting 
of an extra acre in cotton at the ex- 
pense of ;the diversification that is 
essential to enable the farmer to 
“live at home,” or an acre beyond the 
farmer’s capacity to properly “tend” 
the crop. 
In view of the fact that last season 
our cotton growers planted practi- 
cally every acre within their capat- 
ity to cultivate under such conditions, 
and the additional fact that labor con- 
ditions are no better, if ag good, in 
the south this year, what we urged 
would seem to have been conserva- 
tive enough, amounting in reality to 
the substantial duplication of last 
spring’s planting gecord, when easily 
12,000,000 bales were planted for. We 
have, therefore, been a little surprised 
to have been taken to task in certain 
quarters for inciting our farmer 
friends to go wild over increased cot- 
ton acreage the present season. 
Along this line -of criticism is the 
communication of Professor Ulrich B. 
Phillips, of the University of Wiscon- 
sin, a well-posted southerner, which 
we are pleased to give space in our 
columns this morning. 
Some of our correspondent’s views 
are logical enough; others, we think, 
will be found to be rather specious 
upon close investigation. Coming di- 
rectly to the point, the question is 
whether 12,000,000 bales, if actually 
produced, would prove a surplus crop, 
and, therefore, bear the market. By 
a surplus crop we mean, of course, a 
crop in excess of the actual consump- 
tive demand, in strict accordance with 
the laws of supply and demand, re- 
gardless of any element of specula- 
tion. Mr. Phillips does not raise an 
issue as to the ability of the manu- 
facturing world to take 12,000,000 
bales the coming season, but allows 
that ! postulation. His contention is 
that the southern cotton grower 
should preserve his “natural monop- 
oly” by growing even less cotton than 
the world’s normal demand. We can 
readily see how some cotton farmers 
might be short-sighted enough to pre- 
fer abnormal prices for a short crop 
instead of fair prices for a crop that 


tion. 
A proper and deserved tribute was paid to the democrats of the north,

Our esteemed contemporaries, let it be said to their credit, do not treat the 
matter lightly. They regard the announcement with serious eyes, and some 
of them are not able to conceal their astonishment that a southern journal 
should come forward at this time with an announcement so candid and clear 
as to leave no room for doubt. 
It is plain to some:of these esteemed contemporaries—especially to 
The Boston Herald and The Washington Star—that the nomination of any 
southern democrat in the near future will have the effect of making the 
negro question a national issue. But is not that precisely what the negro 
question should be, in view of the treatment he receives at the hands of the 
northern people? Is it not necessary to insist that the colored people should 
be given justice at the. north, where so many of their pretended friénds 
abide?

The dangers of an annual 
crop materially less than the world’s 
demand is to accustom the world to 
other substitutes for cotton, thus les- 
sening the uses of the great staple, 
or to put a bonus on increased cotton 
competition in other cotton producing 
sections of the world and the opening 
of new cotton territory. A southern 
crop sufficient to supply the world’s 
demand distinctly discourages foreign 
competition, removes the incentive to 
substitution, and builds up a greater 
domestic mill demand every year— 
very much of a disideratum to the 
southern farmer, who is not working 
for this season’s profit alone, but for 
many seasons of progressive prosper- 
ity. 
Mr. Phillips asks how it is possible 
for the farmer to raise the necessary 
amount of other things besides cotton 
and materially increase his cotton 
acreage this spring.

No workers will be allowed inside this 
inclosure, although candidates wil) be 
admitted there for the purpose of chal- 
lenging votes. No one will be permitted to 
hand a voter a ballot within the in- 
closure. Members of the county execu- 
tive committee will be allowed inside 
the inclosure for the purpose of seeing 
that the rales and reguiations are emf- 
forced. 

In the resolutions adopted by the com- 
mittee today the mayor and police com- 
missioners are requested to have a num- 
ber of policemen on hand to guard the 
ropes, and see that persons go up to 
the polls only through the one entrance, 
and that workers are not allowed inside 
the ropes. 

The resolutions were introduced by 
Judge A. W. Cozart and were unani- 
mously adopted by the committee. Hon. 
J. E. Chapman, chairman, presided over 
the meeting.

Repetition of Kishinef Horrors 
Predicted, 


Government Denies Prospect of Trou- 
ble and Issues Strict Orders to 
Instigators of Race Hatred.

St. Petersburg, Aprfl 2.—Although the 
authorities do not believe there is dan@é? 
of the recurrence of the anti-Jewish riots 
of last year, reports of impending trou- 
ble, circulated at Odessa, Kieff, Kishinef 
and other centers where there is a large 
Jewish population, have somewhat alarm. 
ed the Jews, and Minister of the Interior 
von Plehve has adopted most rigorous 
precautionary measures. 

Not only thave the newspapers been 
warned, under threat of severe penalty, 
against the publication of articles which 
might inflame race hatred, but the civil 
and military authorities in the districts 
which niight be affected have issued 
warnings threatening offenderg with 
heavy. fines and imprisonment. 

Strong Men in Command. 

Governor Ussourousoff, of Kischinef. 
ami Governor Kaulbars, of Odessa. aré 
strong, capable men, in whom the gov- 
ernment reposes implicit confidence. 

That reports of possible outbreaks have 
been circulated abroad is evident from 
the fact that several] foreign embassies 
during the past few days -have received 
inquiries from their governments on the 
subject. But the euthorities seemed to 
be convinced that no real serious move- 
ment will occur to discredit Russia in 
this time of war and declare the internal 
gituation to be exceptionally good, the 
disaffected elements being unable to make 
headway against the deep feeling of pa- 
triotism manifested by the people. 

Government advices are to the effect 
that the socalled reformers, radicals and 
socialists are all losing instead of gain- 
ing ground in covusequence of the war.

Under the termS of what is known as 
the Tucker act, the court of claims has 
for fourteen years been finding and re- 
porting to congress the facts concern- 
ing such claims ag GOngress has sent it 
for this purpose. It has beén recognized 
that congress had first to determine 
whether a case should be sent to the 
court, then for the court to report the 
facts, and for congress—upon these facts 
-—to say whether the claim should be 
paid. That, as I have said, has been 
the practice for fourteen years: that is 
from the passage of the act in 1887 untill 
Februarv 29 of this vear, when the court 
handed down an opinion holding that it 
could find and report as to tte facts only 
In such cases Aas the loyalty of the claim- 
ant during the civil war was established, 
according to the provisions of the Bow- 
man act, covering claims of loyal citizens, 
which was passed some years before. 
The court seems to have suddenly made 
this discovery after fourteen years of 
contrary practice. Justice Howry de- 
livered a very able minority Opinion in 
which Chief Justice Nott joined him, but 
the other three justices joined in the 
majority opinion. 

Lawyers in congress who have madea 

atudy of the subject are inclined to hold 
with the minority of the court. Mr.

People’s Gas Suffered from a Move- 
ment To Take Profit 


New York, March 2.—Today’s stock mar- 
ket was an insignificant affair, as was 
to tle expected of a two-hour session be- 
tween two holidays. The fact that the 
London market was closed today was 
an additional incentive, to absenteeism 
on the part of the stock exchange mem- 
bers. The drift of prices was sluggish 
throughout. The Pacific stocks especial- 
ly receded from their recent prominence 
oa oe stock markets People’s Gas suf- 

ed from qa movement to take profits 
on the’ recent consideraple rise, and was 
@ depressing infiuence on the general list. 
The weather bureau's cfop bulletin and the 
weekly rewows of the commercial agen- 
cies were not sufficiently cheerful to in- 
duce any buying of stocks, but there was 
no urgent pressure to sell. The bank 
statement revealed the large transac- 
tions which have been going on in the 
money market, but the miaintenance or 
last week's fuli surpias by the offsetting 
of other items and the extreme ease now 
ruling in the money market prevent any 
anxiety over the banking. situation. The 
cash m refiected the receipts of g0v- 
ernment deposits from interior banks 
co over from last week's operations. 
The government deposit included the 
amount of $56,!007,400 compared with 
$45,948,100 last week. The expansion of 
nearly $15,000,000 in the loan item is 
considered corroborative of the rumors of 
large loans contracted during the week 
in connection with stock market opera- 
tions. 

Yesterday's payment of subscriptions to 
the $50,000 Pennsylvania note issue prob- 
ably figures in this item also. The mar- 
ket closed easy on a late selling move-

New York, April °2—The New York 
Financter this week says: 

“An expansion of nearly $15,000,000 in 
loans, and of more than $20,000,000 in 
deposits, accompanied by a gain of over 
$5,000,000 in cash, were the principal 
features of the bank statement last 
week. Both loans and deporits make new 
high records, and the eash in yee gre 

urpasses any total previously re- 
pone Ae “This accumulation of funds was 
greatly in excess of the amount of in- 
crease as estimated from the traceaic 
movements of money during the wéek, 
indicating large unreported receipts. Tne 
expansion of loans resulted partly from 
the placing of $50,000,000 on the Penn- 
sylvania notes, which was effected on 
Friday, The pwbiic deposits were Iin- 
creased $/6,618,700 during the fortnight 
caused by. the concentration of these 
funds in New York depositories. The 
cash reserve was increased $5,461,400 ars 
the required reserve, resulting from tae 
- increase of $20,700,900 deposits, was 
augmented by $5,140,225, deducting 
which eum from the gain in cash lert 
$286,175 as the increase in surplus re- 
serve to $27,755,060. Computed upon the 
basis of deposits, less those of $56, 107,- 
400 public funds, the surplus ig $41,731.- 
900, Loans were increased $14,843,400, 
due in part, as anove noted, to the Penn- 
sylvania negotiation, this counting for 
an average of one‘ day, er about $87 ,000,- 
ot joe remainder probably reflected 
oth yndicate borrowings. The state- 
ment showed a remarkably good provr, 
the sum of the gain in cash and of the 
increase in loans being only $396,100 less 
than the gain in deposits. Four of th 
banks increased loans by $16,400,000, 
and one of these institution, showed an 
increase of nearly $12,000,000. Three 
banks gained $4,800,000 net cash.

New York, April 2.—PrYices of stocks 
have moved in an irregular way dur- 
ing the week, with mumerous reactions, 
but the undertone has been strong and 
there has been a considerable broaden- 
ing of interest in the market. The prin- 
cipal market influence was the dissolu- 
tion of the Northern Securities Com- 
pany and its supposed consequences, 
but it is probable that a revival of spec- 
Ulative interest would have occurred 
anyhow. as an outcome of the factors 
usually operative in the spring of the 
year. The check to the late furious 
speculation in cotton and grain has 
aiso released sOme speculative persons, 
which have returned to the stock mar- 
ket. The volume and character of the 
transactions in the great Pacific and 
Trans-Continental railroad stocks give 
ample warrant for the prevalent assump- 
tion that Important operations are work- 
ing out in that fleld designed to estab- 
lish financial policies on the part of the 
great forces of railroad capital, What 
the policies are has not been established, 
and conjecture on the subject has af- 
forded ample material for speculation 
and the flotation of rumors. It is 
manifest that many. of these rumors 
have «had their orign from a traVersal 
of the history of the events leading up 
to the formation of the Northern Secur- 
ities Company and the projects which 
were afterwards discussed to meet the 
conditions of the merger. The feeling 
has crystallized in Wal! street that the 
dissolution of the Northern Secprities 
Company has the effect of reestablish- 
Ing the conditions of the Northern Pa- 
cific settlement as they were before the 
formation of the Northern Securities 
combination. It will be remembered that 
a compromise board of directors has been 
named for-the Northern Pacific. which 
includes. Union Pacific representatives 
and effected an annual community of in- 
terest in that company. This is accent- 
ef as a demonstration of-a way out for 
actual community of interest without 
conflicting with the gupreme court de- 
efision. The present speculation seems 
based upon the assumptian that with a

A _ trusteeship 
would give the alliance greater permanen- 
cy. For some time it was the intention 
to continue the merger of the Great 
Northern, Northern Pacific and Buriing- 
ton under a new arrangement, but fur- 
ther consideration has convinced them 
that this may be unnecessary—that a 
combination of individuals will answer 
every purpose. However, their plans are 
subject to change. ‘They are _ satisfied 
that the merger canbe continued if it 
proves desirable. If it is done, it will 
be by a trusteeship. 
Lower Interest on Bank Balances. 
So great has been the accumulation of 
New York city bank funds, and so diffi- 
cult do they find it to keep their money 
employed in call loans, that a movement 
is on» foot to unite on a plan to compel 
interior institutions to accept less than 2 
per cent interest on their balances, which 
at times runs up to $200,000,000 or $250,- 
000,000. The local banks are getting only 
1% and 1% per cent for most of the call 
loans on Wal!l street. It is evident that 
they cannot keep.up the practice of pay- 
ing others 2 per cent and continue their 
usual dividends. Two per cent a year on 
$200.000,000 means $4,000,000. There’ has 
aiready been a great deal of discussion in 
regard to the reduction of rates on inte- 
rior bank balances, but until recently 
jealousy has prevented anyone from tak- 
ing the lead in a movement to cut down. 
Now it seems likely that the plan will 
bear fruit. It is proposed to allow inte- 
rior banks only 1% per cent, when the av- 
erage is below 2 per cent in the open mar- 
ket. When the money market rate gets 
above 2 per cent, interior banks will get 
the benefit of it. The movement is led 
by geome of the Rockefeller and Morgan 
banks. Nothing definite has come of it 
yet, but an active discussion is going on. 
An effort is to be made to get all of the 
smaller institutions into line. 
The feeling of bankers in reference to 
low call interest rates is shown by the 
opinions of some of them in regard to 
the expected gold shipments to France 
next week. “Let them ship, by all 
means,’ remarked one financier. ‘It will 
stiffen the money market. It needs some- 
thing of the kind to put up money rates. 
The talk about Secretary Shaw making 
another call on depository banks for 10 
per cent or more of the public funds ts 
also satisfactory to al New York bank- 
ers.”’ 
One of the foremost topics of the day

States Steel Corporation directors, next 
week, to act on the preferred stock divi- 
dend. Nobody pretends to know for a 
certainty whether the rate will be contin- 
ued at 7 per cent per annum, although 
everybody is satisfied that the March 
quarterly showing will be very poor.

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DEAVERS JUVENILE COURT: 
ITS SUCCESSFUL OPERATION 


Part of An Interesting Article on the Juvenile Court of Den- 
ver, Colorado, Reprinted from Charities of November 
7,.1903, by Special Permission.

F that new method of dealing with 
| juvenile offenders, generally known as 

the juvenile court and fprobation sys- 
tem, produces better results than the old 
method of attempting to correct children 
‘through the criminal courts, it is a suc- 
cess. This is the test rather than how 
many boys or girls it succeeds in cor- 
recting. 

It will not do to claim too much for 
the juvenile court. It is not necessary. 
All that is necessary for its justification Is 
that {it is an improvement over the old 
methods. No one can successfully deny 
this. What is of more importance than 
the law is the personal and intelligent 
work of those who are called upon to ad- 
minister it. I realized when I took ac- 
tive work in this line three years ag? 
that a great deal depended upon 
' Judge of the court. 

The law in Denver has cut very little 
figure. We had practically no law up to 
March, 1993. For more than two years 
we brought children to our court charged 
with needing correction. We brought 
them there with the same consideration 
and for the same reasons that we would 
bring a child abandoned on the street be- 
cause of neglect. We could see no dif- 
ference between the boy of 12 who was 
abandoned In the streets through no fault 
of his own, and the boy of the same age 
who, because of environment, lack of care 
or the fault of others, thoughtlessness, 
misdirected energy, or even meanness, 
had become technically a thief. In truth 
he was rot a thief at all. The state and 
others by bungling In handling him 
might make him one. If he could not 
make a contract until 2! with a fellow 
citizen, we thought it was no more than 
fair in his dealings with the state that 
he should not be held to the same con- 
tract with the state to obev its laws or 
suffer the same treatment and penalties 
as the man or woman past 2!, I once 
sént a boy to the Industrial school on 
the charge of neé@ding correction for his 
own go0d. He was one of the exceptions 
whom we could not correct at home. 
Counsel employed by his parents declared 
he was dealt with without due process 
of law, no jury trial, etc., etc. He said 
he would apply for a writ of habeas 
corpus. I assured him I had no objec- 
tion, but that the boy had been guilty 
of two or three offenses constituting tech- 
nical burglary. I Hkewise assured him 
that he might be released for the purpose 
of obtaining due process of law, but this 
process would very promptly make of him 
a burglar and a thief, and as such, re- 
turn him to the plate from whence he 
might. be brought upon the habeas corpus

y the same rule. You might as well 
exact the same penalties for a 
lack thereof. The jarring and 
jangling we all admit as ae “*re- 
sult of such a condition in the casé 
of the child, is simply because we attempt 
to judge entirely different conditions by 
exactly the same rule. You might as weit 
expect to successfully treag every disease-~ 
by the same remedy. You might as well 
expect a child, even though afflicted with 
the same iliness as an adult, with the 
same doses, the same diet, and the same 
general tPeatment. And yet a child's 
moral welfare, considering its relation to 
the state and to society, and the far: 
reaching influence of waywardness and 
criminality upon others, the burden, suf- 
fering, and ‘misery that flow therefrom 
and afflict the whole body polific, is of 
infinitely more importance than any phys- 
ical ailment and demands even more skill, 
patience and intelligence. We must all 
admit that this is true. Yet have we, at 
least in the past, handled the problem 
from this viewpoint? Would we, permit 
any ignoramus to handle a sick child? 
Were we ever generally addicted to such 
a mistake, it could not be much worse 
than the mistake we have made for hun- 
dreds of years in doing just this thing in 
the attempted cure and correction of chil- 
dren offenders. 
Tracing the Cause. 

I am perfectly aware that children un- 
der 6 are capable of committing, and 
in the large cities are constantly cOm- 
mitting, shocking and surprising offenses, 
often showing a cunning and an intelli- 
gece that would match that of the adept 
adult criminal. I have handled a num- 
ber of such cases and spent many hours 
in their study. I believe in every such 
case there is a cause for the effect, a rea- 
son for the result, that is not far to trace 
in the majority of instances. This is, ot 
course, no argument against what I term 
the juvenile court and probation system of 
dealing with such cases; no more so than 
that there are precocious children in most 
every accomplishment. No doubt some 
boys under twenty-one are more capable 
in business flealings than some persons 
past majority. Yet did any one ever con- 
sider that as a reason why wWe should 
abolish the line (or some line), where in- 
fancy ends and responsibility begins? 

Not only must the generdi rule in deal- 
ing with children offenders be different 
from that in dealing with adults, but to 
achieve the most success, we must carry 
the proposition further for the same gen- 
eral reasons and deal with every case 
rather from the standpoint of that par- 
ticular case than from any law. Of course 


It was certain from investigation that 
no theft was intended, yet a release was 
not effected for eight days. We investi- 
gated that case unti] after midnight. I 
shall determine whether the boys 
were as claimed or not.. It was 
denied by the officer, but the examina- 
tion and testimony of two eminent sur- 
geone to whom I took them seemed to 
the boys. Whatever may have 
been the fact, it was to my mind a good 
iilustration of the right way and the 
wrong way to deal with boys under euch 
circumstances, Misunderstandings of boys 
nature are not confined to policemen. 
There are even parents, school teachers 
and others who have the same unfortu- 
nate habit. Tt has led to more criminal- 
ity in ohild life than most any other one 
cause. I have known some excellent, big- 
hearted men on the police ¢orce who do 
understand boys, who are sympathetic 
and intelligent in their dealing with 
them. These boys, confined as they were 
in a f0om alone in the jail, soon got into” 
mischief. If boys under such ciroum- 
stances are not engaged in some good 
thing, they are almost certain to be en- 
gaged in some depredation, in some evil 
thing. <A window was broken. The boys 
Claimed they were cursed, vilified and 
knocked down. They denied, of course, 
fhat they broke the window. The rea] cul- 
grit was the first to lie; None of the oth- 
ers were going to either admit the mis- 
chief or point to the guilty one. Of course, 
I knew these boys, and away out of the 
presence of the officer they very promptly 
told me who broke the window and why 
they all lied about it. I do not think 
there was a boy among the four who had 
not told me all the things he had ever 
stolen and every vile thing he had ¢ver 
done. They knew that to a certain ex- 
tent I sympathized with them, that I 
understood the case from their stand- 
point. 

Yet they knew I did not justify them. 
There is a difference between sympathy 
and the right kind of justification. No 
Sympathy should ever be of the character 
that aff@cts either weakness or becomes 
maudlin. It has been well said some- 
where that “love without justice is sen- 
timentality.’’ Yet there Is no jystice 
without iove. I believe tt a dangerous 
thing to ever let a boy think you justify 
him in any unlawful or improper act. It 
you justify him it must be where the 
law permits you to do so. 

Case of Four Boys. 

Four boys came to my chamber late 
One night, as they expressed it, to ‘‘snitch 
up’’ (to tell on themselves). They had 
never been in court, never been detected. 
They came to me through the influence of 
a boy who had been In court and whom [ 
had befriended. This boy would neve: 
“snitch.”’ I would not ask him to. Yet 
he learned the lessons of the juvenile 
court. He had induced these boys with- 
out my knowledge or suspicion, to come 
here and “‘snitch up.’’ They assured me 
that they were convinced it wotld not be 
long before the cops would get them and 
they had decided to reform. This hap- 
pened two years ago. Every one of these 
four boys are promising fellows today. 

Last year we secured over two hun- 
dred positions for boys who were brought 
to the juvenile court. Over half of the 
boys thus helped gave satisfaction. Over 
one hundred and fifty were sent to the 
sugar beet fields to work during the past 
summer in charge of probation Officers, 
and over three-fourths of them did well. 
Several hundred dollars was spent last 
winter for the relief of needy and de- 
serving caSes. Such help is not limited to 
boys in the juvenile court, but is open to 
every boy. Truancy and idleness are the 
chief breeders of juvenile offenses— 
aside possibly from the faults of parents 
—and every effort to keep boys in school 
or properly engaged at some good thing 
should be encouraged. Such efforts tend 
to prevent delinquency. The purpose ot 
the juvenile court is, of course, to pre- 
vent crime. 

I was once jmportuned to send two 
boys to the reformatory, both of whom 
had a record at the police station. They 
had never been to the juvenile court be- 
fore. They had been to all the other 
courts time and again. I spent hours in 
the criminal courts and jails figuring up 
the expense of the convictions and in- 
carcerations and care of these boys since 
they were ten and eleven years of age. 
One of these boys aSsured me his case 
was not given three minutes when he 
Was first sent to the reformatory. In one 
case the state of Colorado and the coun- 
ty had expended over gone thousand dol-

The Age Limit. 

There is just as much excuse for draw- 
ing the age limit {in dealing with children 
as juvenile offenders as 16, as there is 
for fixing the period of majority at 2i. 
Of course a distinction must be drawn 
somewhere. The exceptional cases that 
ought to come or ought not to come 
within it are properly compelled to give 
way to the great majority of cases which 
the rule affects. In many states the period 
of reeponsibility for crime tis fixed at the 
age of 7; in Colorado at the age of 10. 
There is no more justification in the argu- 
ment against the juvenile law, that it dis- 
criminates because a boy above !I6 does 
not come within its terms, than there is 
against laws fixing periods of responsi- 
bility for crime or the making of con- 
tracts. Females:in Colorado become of 
age at 18; males at 21. For a quarter of 
a century in Colorado adults under 30 
coud be sent to one prison maintaining a 
‘curriculum of less severity than that to 
which those over 30 were committed. In 
this and other states similar laws exist, 
rand for years we have here and else- 
where had the law requiring that persons 
munder 16, convicted of crime, be sent to 
em industrial school held by the courts 
not to be a penal institution, while an 
exactly similar offender, barely exceeding 
16, must be sent to an institution de- 
)c-ared by the courts to be penal. If, there- 
,fore, there be discrimination, it is a just 
‘and legal discrimination operating for the 
‘general welfare of all, sanctioned and 
gustained by custom, law, common sense 
yand experience. 

Whatever subtleties, distinctions or 
questions there may be involved in the 
‘law—or the law itself—are of small con- 
sequence compared to the rea! secret of 
obtaining the pest results in dealing with 
erring childhood. And while it would be 
hard to understand how any court cauld 
‘uproot the juvémie law, in Coborado for 
;instance, or how any one could oppose it, 
;the method it has already inspired jn 
i\dealing with children offenders can never 
ibe changed. It is here to stay. It is rath- 
,er to some of the details of this method 
‘than the iaw itself to which I shall refer. 

Every case against a child myst be 
‘Judged more from the standard of the 
child than from that of the man. [ft 
must be judged more from the laws and 
rules that control child life than from 
those that should control the lives of 
adults.

Wor instance, in every 
case a good deal depends upon environ- 
ment, home, school, school teacher, com- 
panions, and, what is very important, the 
particular type of boy. I know that in- 
herently boys are very much the same. I 
refer to boys because I believe they out- 
number the girls as juverfle offenders ten 
to one; but generally whit is said of boys 
will apply to girls, although there are 
some imporfant points of difference that 
only a special paper could well discuss. 
Boys subjected to the same influence, the 
Same environment, and the same condi- 
tions of life, are likely to be the same in 
temperament, disposition and morals, al- 
though we must admit exceptions; but I 
believe generally it would be foungs Mat 
there fs a change in these influef{iCes upon 
life to account for any radical @ifference. 
Boys Help Judge. 

It is a rather in'teresting thing, espe- 
cially in cases of a certain class of for- 
eigners who do not seem to understand 
their duties to their children or the state, 
to fine them for contributing to the de- 
linquency of ‘their children, letting them 
be truant, run on the railroad tracks, or 
habitually steal, to give them a certain 
time in which to pay the fine, and then 
become interested, as I do, in the buoy 
and maké a deal with him to bring me 
gcod reports constantly, with the assur- 
arce that he may sutceed in getting his 
parents out of the trouble he thinks he 
has got them into. If the Teports are 
good the fine is suspended. 

Many a little fellow in this court is 
perfectly certain that my future ag judge 
depends upon his own little efforts, for 
haven't the policemen and the school at- 
tendance officer and even his own parents 
in many oases declared he was hopeless, 
and haven't I stood by him and ttold him 
not to let them make me out a = or 
Subject me to the scathing critic of 
the police for being ‘‘easy with the kids.” 
and doesn’t the success of the court de- 
pend upon ‘them? They have responsibili- 
ties that they are not going to shirk, esl 
clally when a friend is at stake. IT know 
that once In a while we feel we are dis- 
appointed, but where there is one such 
case there are actually, from the records, 
twenty the other way; and I am sure we 
could fill a volume of experiences in iIndi- 
| vidual cases, many of them remarkably 
interesting and almost surpassing be- 
lief, in which I count as the chief fac- 
tor in success this personal touch, per- 
sonal work and effort, and yet withal a 
firmness that commands respect and 
does not repel. \ 

One night I went to the jail with four 
boys who claimed to have been abused 
by the jailer while incarcerated. One 
of them had unluckily run into a sign to 
which shoes wete attached as it hung in 
front of a little clothing store in a local- 
ity where small tradesmen congregate 
and many poor people ‘live. It! was sus- 
pected that they had designs on the shoes, 


dred dollars in actual cash not including 
at all the estimated salaries of officers, 
for such convictions and incarcerations 
in the biind attempt of the state to ac- 
complish their reformation. I knew the 
police would laugh at me if I let those 
boys out of jail and they did not return, 
as they assured me would be the case, 
if, ag they expressed it, I “‘patted them 
on the back and let them go.”’ Of course, 
I never did such a foolish thing m the 
case of any boy, After spending twenty- 
six solid hours In personal work with 
these two boys on Sundays and evenings 
behind the bars, they were allowed to go. 
They met faithfully every engagement I 
made with them, Of course, I had diffi- 
culty getting them to keep employment, 
but I also had patience and today one 
of them, after eighteen months, is abso- 
lutely redeemed, as steady a workman 
as any average boy. Neither have re- 
turned to their evil ways. I have hopes 
for the other, though I am not as sure 
of success, From the police standpoint, 
the experiment has more than succeeded. 
Expense of the Court. 

The criminal’court method of handling 
juvenile offenders used to cost our coun- 
ty an average Of $42 for each case handled 
In court, expenses, etc. It now costs 
about $10. The criminal court convicted 
and sentenced nearly all for crime, and 
Sentenced 75 per cent to jails or reforma- 
tories. The juvenile court convicts no 
child for crime, and {gs compelled to send 
onl about 6 per cent of probationers to 
the industrial school. It sends none to 
jail, and the detention house has abolish- 
ed the jail for children. We spent about 
$50,000 last year (not including, of course, 
the expense of the police department), 
for salaries and other gimilar expenses for 
officers to convict criminals. We spent 
practically nothing to save children, and 
the juvenile court, being already a civil 
court with officers provided, did not cost 
the county one cent additional. We now, 
however, recently have been given three 
probation officers at a cost of abput $4,000 
in salaries per year, : 

It ig also gratifying to know that the 
governor of the state, in his last message 
to the assembly, called attention to the 
saving to Colorado in this court alone by 
the different method here employed in 
dealing with children, of over $80,000 in 
cash. In addition to this,-it may be fair- 
ly urged that the saving to the school 
boards in postponing the necessity for a 
parental school three years ago, provided 
for by the legislature, wilt save equally 
as much. One hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars is no small item, but considering 
the far-reaching effects and influences of 
one wayward boy, and the awful expense 
which every state is under in punishing 
criminals, it demonstrates beyond any 
other incident, in my own experience at 
least, in our own jurisdiction, that it real- 
ly is wiser and less expensive to save 
children than to punish criminals.

Weeds Used in Medicine. 

The United States department of ag- 
riculture has just issued Farmers’ Bul- 
letin No. 188, entitled “Weeds Used in 
Medicine.’’ The bulletin was prepared 
by Alice Henkel, assistant in drug and 
| medical plant investigations, botanical 
| investigations and experiments, bureau 
| of plant industry. 


Attention is called to the fact that 
certain well-Known weeds now either 
| generally or locally infesting the country 
the sources of crude drugs at the 
present time obtained wholly or In part 
by importation from sbroad. Roots, 
leaves, and flowers of several of the 
species most detrimental in the United 
States are gathered, prepared, and cured 
in Europe, and not only form useful 
commodities there, but supply to a con- 
siderable extent the demands of foreign 
lands. Hence it appears probable that 
while weeds can hardly be made desir-| 
able, still in his fight to exterminate 
them the farmer may be able to turn 
some of them to account. Some of the 
plants coming within this class are in 
many states at present subject to anti- 
weed laws, and farmers are required to 
take measures toward their extermina- 
tion. It seems, therefore, desirable to 
make these pests sources of profit where 
possibTe. 

The prices paid for crude drugs from 
these sources are not great, and would

The plants mentioned fn the bulletin 
are burdock, dandelion, the docks, couch 
grass and p0Okeweed (pringépally root 
drugs; foxglove, mullein, lobelia, tane- 
sy, gum plant, scaly grindelia, boneset, 
catnip, hoarhound, yarrow, fleabane, 
blessed thistle, jimson weed and poison 
hemlock (of -which either the leaves, 
flowers, herb or seeds are used In med- 
icine); and also wormseed, and black 
and white mustards, of which only the, 
seeds are used. 

Descriptions of these plants are given, 
together with the common names by 
which they are known in different local]- 
ities, the habitat (or, in other words, 
the kinds of places or soils in which 
they are likely to be found), their geo- 
graphical range, infOrmation as to the 
parts to be collected, their uses, the 
extent to which they are imported, and 
the prices usually paid by dealers. 

The principal uses for which these 
plants are employed in medicine are 
briefly indicated, but notice Is given that 
none of the drugs mentioned should be 
taken without the advice of a physf- 
cian. 

Sugzestions are also given relative to 
the manner of disposing of the crude 


drugs and of packing and shipping them.

(Cis Sunday by Dr. John E. Bar- 
nard, pastor of the Baptist church at that

In part Dr. Barnard said: 

My text will be found in Proverbs xiv,

any harm in dancing?’ is answered by 
many, especially by those who favor this 
sin, ‘It seems to me to be all right, 
“TI see no harm in it.” All who answer 
this question in such a way must be self- 
deceived. And I know of no way that 
is more destructive and more sure of 
hell than that of self-deception, And yet 
60 many people persist in a sinful way 


because it seems right unto them and | 


because they see no harm in it. My 
friends, because you see no harm in any- 
thing and because it Seems right to you 
is no reason why ?t is right. it seemed

harm in tasting that fruit. It seemed all 
right to her. She no doubt reasoned with 
herself this way. ‘““‘What harm can there 
be in eating this fruit? It is not only 
fnnocent in ftself, but I will know so 
muck more after eating it than I now 
know. and surely there can be no harm 
in doing anything that will make one 
wiser.’ Eve was self-deceived, self-de- 
luded. She dia that which seemed right 
to her, but it resulted in the death of 
the entire human race.

Notice again the way dancing has been 
regarded by different nations in differ- 
ent ages. In the east it is very com- 
mon to kill dancing women to ex- 
hibit af entertainments, but the busti- 
ness is highly disreputable, and igs com- 
monly taken for granted that they are 
women of bad character. . . The 


Romans had their dancing girls at en- 
tertainments, but regarded it as a dis- 
reputable calling. A Latin inscription 
gays: “It wag disgraceful both to dance 
and for a virgin to come into the ban- 
queting hall to men who had drank 
freely.’’ Another one says: ‘Dancing is 
put among vices.” Cicero sdys: “Hardly 
any man dances when sober (unless per- 
Ghance he is crazy), whether it be in 
solitude or af tTidéderate feast.”’ 

Having noticed the evils of dancing 
from a Bible point of view, and what 
heathen nations think* of it, let us 
now see the opinions of experienced mod- 
ern dancers, both male and female. 

I quote first from a lady who very nar- 
rowly escaped disgrace by engaging in 
the dance. Speaking of the time when 
she enjoyed the dance, she says: “In 
those times I cared little for polka, still 
less for ‘‘Money Musk,” or ‘Virginia 
Reel,”” and wondered what people could 
find to admire in these slow dances. But 
in the soft, floating of the waltz I found 
a strange pleasure, rather difficult to 
describe. But the climax of my con- 
fusion was reached when, folded in the 
warm embrace of my partner, and giddy 
with the whirl, a strange, sweet thrill j 
woulq shake me from head to foot, leav- 
ing ‘me weak and almost powerless, and 
really obliged to depend for support on 
the arm whieh encircled me. If my 
partner failed from ignorance, lack of 
skill, or innocence t6 arouse these most 
pleasurable sensations, I danceq with 
him no more. Thus I became abnormally 
developed in my lowest nature. I grew 
bolder and from ‘being able to return 
shy glances at first, was soon able to 
meet more glaring ones, until] the waltz 
became to me and whomsoever danced 
with me, one Ingering, sweet and 
purely sensual pleasure, where heart beat 
against heart, han@ was held in hand, 
and eyes looked burning words which 
lips dared not speak. Married now, with 
home and children around mé, I can 
at least thank God for the means of 
preventing my little daughters from in- 
dulging in any such dangerous pleasure.” 
If this be the experience of an innocent 
girl at first ‘‘what must be the experience 
of a married woman? She ‘Knows what 
every glance of the eye, every bend of 
the head, every close clasp means, and 
knowing that, reciprocdtes it, and led 
by swifter steps and a surer path down 
the dangerous, dishonorable road.”’ 

The above “is the experience of a lady 
whose name is withheld, but who has 
distinguished herself in literature,’’ and 
knowing from experience the evils of 
dancing Is determined that her daughters 
shall never engage ‘in any such dan- 
gerous pleasure.” In the whirl of the 
gay and giddy dance, we see:

The etiquette of dancing demands that 
the gentleman give his. partner ‘‘proper 
support by putting his arms firmly around 
her.

Let us now notice what the dancing 
master says of this evil, for if any class 
of people on earth understands the evils 
of dancing it is the dancing master. For 
it is he who trains them and prepares 
them to enter the ball room, where he 
or some skilled dancer presides.

“The Story of China” and “‘The Story 
of Japan.” 


To be able to understand the present 
complicated situation and to prophesy 
correctly for the future, it is necessary 
to know the past history of these coun- 
tries, which to most children is clouded 
with mystery. The majority of our school 
books touch but lightly on these Oriental 
peoples, and furnish, but little informa- 
tion of value in this connection. 

In view of these facts, therefore, it 18 
only fitting that attention should be 
called to two hooks—“The Story of Ja- 
pan and the Story of China’’—which are 
intended especially for school and home 
reading. Both will be found indispensable 
| by al] teachers who desire to give their 
pupils a thorough appreciation of the 
facts leading up to the present crisis. 

_ The early history of Japan and China, 
the principal events and the chief in- 
fluences and steps which led to their pres- 
ent positions are clearly brought out. 
The strange customs and manners of thes 
peoples, their’ remarkable politeness and 
adherence to forms of etiquette are told 
in Such clear and simple language and 
with such charm and freshness that the 
narratives cannot fail to attract young 
minds. The foreign relations of the coun- 
tries are strongly emphasized and great 
stress is jaid upon their many differences 

and peculiarities. 

Thousands of years ago, while western 
peoples were yet fn their infancy, China 
Was already a civilized country, and 
was even then practicing those arts and 
making use of those itnventions whith 
gwere not known to us until] centuries 
later; but there the progress of China 
stopped and she is now’ in practically 
the same stage of civilization that she 
Reached two thousand years ago. In their 
contact with other peoples the Chinese 
have shown a singular jnability and un- 
willingness to understand that they have 
been passed in the race of civilization, 
@nd that they now have much to learn 
from other countries. ~ 


There are few more thrilling chapters 
in the history of America’s development 
than the fight, which began with the 
purchase of Loulsiana by the Unitea 
States, for contro] of the rich fur region 
of the northwest. John Jacob Astor 
conceived the scheme of organizing a new 
company to control this field and proposed 
alliance with the nor’ westers of Canada. 
They rejected partnership with the clever 
New York trader, but at once set about 
anticipating his plans. The St Louis trad- 
ers, to whom Astor turned next, were 
equally crafty. And so in 1807 the three 
forces began a race for the fur country 
and a bloody struggle which lasted for 
many years. The story is told by Agnes 
C. Laut, author of “Lords of the North,”
